3. Claims 1,2,8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,529,133 to Tamaoki et al. Tamaoki et al discloses in Fig. 2 the 
claimed invention of a first compressor 22, first radiator 23, first evaporator 25, and 
coolant cooling means including a second compressor 18, condenser 19, 20, and a 
second evaporator 26 which is also the coolant cooling means for the first system. 
Tamaoki et al further discloses heat exchange control means including temperature 
sensor 6. The heat exchange control means inherently estimates the claimed drying 
ratio recited in claims 8 and 9. The recitation of the drying ratio control range 
determination means is inherently included in controller 1 1 . 

4. Claims 10, 16, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
